Ii was supposed il we Wing on to the akirts 
of Canada wo should eeoare repreaentitive 
instiintiotis | that is quite poaaihle, but we 
are on tbe eve of obtaining teaponsiila gov- 
ernment PS wo are, and it would therelore 
be lolly to go two thousaud miles for what 
wo could obtain at home. It would not be 
long befoie we should be based on a sound 
fonndation ; it was not then advisable to 
take a leap before we were thoroughly pre- 
pared to do eo. -The idea was that tbe great 
diritaoco between here ond Canada would be 
bridged over by a railway : it that railway 
was oorstructcd we ebould undoubtedly have 
to pay our share of the espens'. If such a 
railway was likely to be a pajing concern 
there would be 00 necessity to go to Canada 
in order to have it carried through. It was 
sJiid. we should have a cheaper government : 
that woH to tay the least, doubtful, as the 
present stall would not be rednoad from its 
present standard, and lis baliavad the Cana- 
dian Goveriimont find do idea of nnderpay- 
iog its officers. Tho ioteteeta of the Atlantic 
were opposad to tboiie ol the Pacifio Irotn tbe 
diflsrenoe in s'aples and mode of remunera- 
tion. We should find a great diflereace be- 
tween disouaiiog Ihe advantage of any re- 
form in onr owD goveroinont, and g'duf; to 
Ottawa to seek any such rsdroas; wa sbonid 
find then tiat wo had entertained a tallaoy 
and that we were at the foe t of a despot. 
He admitted it; was very creditable of 
those gentlemen who advocated Con- 
federation and who ware mostly Caoa- 
dlaas, to desire the extaoaion of Canadian 
power ; they wore doubtless quite liacera in 
believing that it would be of advantage to 
this Colony, but those gentlemen might be 
misled by their zeal ond patriotism. The 
ooDsiant idea expressed was that it was de 
creed by fate that wo should be Confederat- 
ed ; there was no escape. Tbe same ideas 
were expressed aorosa tbe Sonod in relation 
to Aooexalion to tbe United States. Tbe 
misapprehension existed in tbe fact that it 
was thought possible to terrify us into Con- 
federation — a great mistake iu relation to 
KD;;li9h oliaraclor. D; Carrall considered 
the quoBiiun of Cuafoderatiou not at predeni 
on tbe tapis. Our Colony is ten years old, 
and we were worse than we were in '58 ; 
fragments of tbe Colonial Empire ot Great 
Britain were lying about loose all over this 
great ooniinant aod it was nocrsiary to bind 
them together ; il they were not linked by 
soma common bond thay would ha inevit- 
ably absorbed by tho Uriied States. Ho 
did not mean a more political union, but ao 
actual union wbiob would be aooomplished 
when a road was made across the continent 
Hon membera bad atatad that Canadians 
alone bad started and supported the agita- 
tion tor Confaderatioo ; be hurled back such 
an impudent aiserlioo; be waa iha same as 
any other of the hon genilemao present, ha 
was a Briiieh lUbjeot ; all must bold the 
same opinions wiili bimaelf that it was not 
a quettioD of whttber Ooofaderalion was 
good or bed, it was a question of sell-pre* 
sorvation, Dr Davie had siven thcru 
speecb, .emi-biM.-', oo.J\.oarDaric in 
Wuiuu ue sapper d the intereataof bia lolino 
oanstitaeDla. It was not CJaaadiaos alone, 
hut Englishmen who were in invor of Cou- 
federation. Where did the i lea come from 
but England? It wr the Hudson Bay Co. 
ihal made tho Colony and now tried to un- 
make it. No one oouid say (bat ever our 
present Uoveroment was lioeral ; we bad 
mo Chief Juatioes wnom we had to pay, 
and that Was owing to tbe liberality of 
i<^ngland. What bad England ever dune for 
ihia Colony ? Sho had never spent one dol* 
lar for our benefit. That Confederation 
would take pluce ho was porleclly certain, 
and no obstmction existed for the oonsiruc- 
tion ol a railroad uunsi tbe cooliooot equal 
to those met with by the Americans io 
making the line oo«v nearly complete. He 
proposed the following amendment to tbe 
restluiicn : '■ That this Coanoil is of opin- 
ion that in order to render Confederation ol 
any praoiiol beuchl to British Columbia, 
tha great territory lying aust of the Rooky 
Moaolains roust tir-t bo IranRlorred to Ihe 
DjminioQ of Canada aod opened up to im- 
migration aod settlemeot. Tbat inasmuch 
as tbat transfer of that territory ia still an 
open qupsiion, it would be premature for 
this Couoeil to give any defiaite expression 
of opinion on the Bubjeet." 

Mr. li'imphreys seconded tho ro'olulion 
of Dr Carrall, and proceoded Io -^how tho 
highly ioiproper and illiberal feeioga that 
Hwnyed Governmeots and legislators. Tbe 
present system of Qovernment was "played 
ou'," B'<l people wantid reasonablu and 
rational liberty. Confederation was Ihe boi't 
mode of achioving that end. Mr, Holbrook 
opposed the umondment ; Knglar.d was tax- 
ed to support Canada, it was taken from Ibe 
earnings of the poor, aod it waa therefore Do 
wonder men oftheJobo Bright class shoal d 
endeavor to relieve England of that burden 
by uniting the provinces in order that they 
iniu'lit dolorid themselves io the future and «o 
relieve thn Mother Country. But wo cannot 
allord to 1 it tho old country go yot ; wo havo 
neod ol a ^ro^it deul incro from her, so that 
in lotting her go to unite ourselves with Can- 
ada we should be transferring our allegiance 
tia poor ouaotry that woulJ take all posai 
1 le iroin us and from wbich wa could get 
nothing. The road from Canada lo thii 
country, according to all ocoounis, is impiac- 
tiuuble, bat in nny caao wo should not ex- 
pect to derive much population by that way 
as they would likely stop in the rich rcllcya 
eastward of the Rooky moaoiaias. Tliu 
people of tbe Mainland wore not in favor of 
Coufederution , Huch a looting was apparently 
criiatail in N 'w Weslininaler wliei; lli-i Capi- 
tal was removed, but hos since died out. lie 
had been snnt to tho Coovontion at Yale 
a;{ainst Confederation, Mr Rubsoo lo support 
it ; iu their Biatemeni ic was made to appear 
Ihal Ooofederacion would remove ceriam 
uonscables at Oaiihoo and do away with tho 
Assay OlIicB at New WoBtraineter, and thid 
waa liuppodod tocoular lasting beoofit on the 
Colony. Some of the members ol that Con - 
vuniiun oaiuo from Victoria whero the^ aui i 
limy had been oleotad by a Canfodarato 
League. Wbea the subject of Cooleduraiion 
was considered it was taken la committee so 
that the debates should not be made public ; 
the subsequent report that appeared, to tho 
ollaot Ihal Confederatiou wai oariiod uuani- 
inuusly was all bush, baoauae all the advotsii 
speoohaa ond voles wore completely ignored. 
Aucordiiig to the stuleinont of Ibe inombet 
lor Cariboo, the feeling in favor of Ooufed- 
oration was general, but he (Mr. Holbrook) 
oouid find no ooofiroiatioo, iu (aot tbej diet 



Dot ooro anytl ing nbout it. Tho Govern- 
ment gave Batisfaoiion on the whole, and 
our credit waa first rate ; if wo thou,!ihi pro- 
per tr- norrow to issue bond-i with tho inton« 
tion of burrowing, there would be a regular 
i>'>ramhlo fur our Hocuriiio'', aod ho hoped 
wo w^uid borrow if wo ouuld spend it profit" 
ably in ut-/ 1 )piug tho couuiry. One nrgumeni 
forCoofederalioo .vas that wo should import 
Canadian nianufaotures fioo of duty, this cer- 
tainly would not be a very great heuefi', 
aod in fuot, to say that any beneQt wouM 
accrue from Conf.3dariitioD waa mere clap- 
\r»p, and was merely misleading tha people.

Mr. Orako had 
1 Biened to the several apcchos io favor of 
CoolederatioB, but bad not beard a single 
argumeat ij its favot — it was all simple dc- 
olamation. In rilatioo to the scattered ohar- 
acter of Brilieh po.xsestiiors on the American 
coDliiiot,t, lie saw no danger of their heing 
absorbed by tho United States. Il wo were 
handed over lo Ihe (Confederate Govern- 
ment they might give us a civil list, but 
they would take all tbe rest of' onr reveoues; 
whereas at present we had value for tho civil 
list wo paid, and our revennoa at our di^po'. 
sal beside?. Now. what would we gain by 
giving our revenucH to tho (-'onlodcraic Cov- 
ernineiit ? .Simijly the piivilogeof seudini^ 
three memfiHrs lo Putli-jmr.nt, and two 
mcnibera to tho Sonata. 'I'be amount 
grantid for instaiico by tho Confederate Gov- 
ornmert to Nova Scolia, was $80,000, and to 
New Brunswick, $50,000, so thai il we were 
only to reoeive a proportionate amount 
for our popnlat/on, wo should have five or 
si-T thounand dollars as our portion — a mere 
triflij.

If tho word 
oreeent proposed by MrTruich was inaeitid 
in the original rait on it would take very 
lilllo to Induce htm lo Vi ti either that or the 
amendment. Ho believed Ibat Coofederatiou 
would oomo whan it was practicable and 
desirable which wat not ut present. The 
hon. gentleman then compared our pofiiion 
with tbat of tbe United titates in 1776, and 
showed that we were nt least aa well prepared 
for Confederation. Nova Scolia waa not u 
ots! in poio', and hence oouUl nr t ha accei t- 
ed as an urgumi-nt n;^aiiiat CoolL-daraii m.
